DEFEATED IN THE CHAMBER, THE ROUVIER 
' MINISTRY RESIGN 


A Ministerial Motion Snowed Under—Hart- 
ington’s Visit to Ireland Likely to Cause 
Trouble — Parnell’s Healtie— Chamber- 
lain’s Reception in Americaas Regarded 
by the Unionist Press—Persecuted Irish- 
men — Earthquakes at Nice— Foreign 
News. 


Paris, November 19.—Soon after the Cham- 
ber of Deputies met to-day the Extreme Left 
moved an interpellation of the Gevernment on 
the question of its domestic poli?y. A motion 
was made by the Ministry to postpone the de- 
bate. This motion was rejected by a vote of 
828 to 242. 

Prime Minister Rouvier immediately an- 
nounced the resgnation of the Cabinet. 

ATTACKED BY CLEMENCEAU. 

The motion for an interpellati@a of the Gov- 
ernment was made by M. Clemianceau. Pre- 
mier Rouvier demanded _ the de- 
bate on the subject Be urned until 
the 24th inst., in the interest 
of the measure for the conversign of the pub- 


lic debt. M. Clemenceau said it was 
a singular method of ing the 
holders of public fu to tell 


them that they could live in peace until the 
24th, and to promise that there would then be 
a crisis such as had never before occurred. 
The pablic, he deciared, had too long awaited 
an explanution, There Was practically 
no government. The Ministry was not in 
condition to guide a Republiean policy. Par- 
liament was abandoned to the direction of the 
Right. The law officers of the state and the 
police were in conflict, and the administrative 
disorder was complete. 
GREAT EXCITEMENT. 

The division on the Government’s proposal 
to adjourn the debate was taken at 
the conclusion of M. Clemencean’s 
speech. Upon the announcement of the 
result of the vote the. Chamber ad- 
journed until Monday amid great excitement. 
Subsequent to the adjournmentof the Cham- 
ber of Deputies the Ministers held a confer- 
ence, after which they proceeded to the 
Palace of the Elysee and placed their resigna- 
tions in the hands of President Grevy.

Objections to Hartington’s Visit to Ireland 
—Parnell’s Health 
Special Oablegram to the Post-Diapatch. 

LONDON, November 19.—It ig difficult to de- 
scribe the Irritation wh -Hartington’s 
approaching visit to Dublitu ls causing im irish 
circles. The visit was, I believe, suggested 
by Goschen, who is a furious Ubpion- 
ist. The result may be a sad col 
lupse. Among the wilder Irishmen there 
is a feeling that Bartington ought not to be al- 
lowed to speak, and an attempt may be made 
to break up his meetings.

He Protests Against a Client Going to the 
Work-house, When the Jury Has Named 
the Jail as His Place of Confinement— 
Judge Normile Does Not Favor the Jail, 
Because Prisoners There Eat the Bread 
ef Idleness, While on the Rocks“ They 
Must Support Themselves—A Novel Ques- 
tion — What Circult- Attorney Clover 
Thinks of it. 


8. 8. Bags, the attorney, propeses to teat 
the validity of the law passed bythe last 
Legislature, under which criminals, given jail 
sentences by @ jury, are sentenced by 
Judge Normile to the Work:hoyse, The act 
gives the Court discretionary power to sen: 
tence prisoners to either inatitution wherever 
jail or Work-house sentence is imposed by a 
jury or stipulated for by statute, Judge Nor- 
mile has invariably sentenced prisoners to the 
Work-house instead of jail, because in the 
latter institution they perform no labor 
and are an expense to the State and 
city, whereas in the Work-house 
the public are benefited by their work. Yes: 
terday a client of Mr. Bass, George Her- 
man, was tried far attempted highway 
robbery and convicted, the jury fixing his 
punishment at three months’ imprisonment 
in jailand to pay a fine of $100. This morn- 
ing when Herman was arraigned 
for sentence Mr. Bass, having waived 
all motions, called the attention of 
the court to sections 1929 and 1930 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, and stated that under these 
sections the Court had no power to sentence 
Herman tothe Work-House, but must send 
him to jail es prescribed by the verdict of the 
jury. Section 1928 stipulates that when the 
jury fixes the punishment, the Court shall 


sentence. the defendant in accordance with 
the verdict of the jury. Section 1030 states 
that the Court can fiz the punishmentin sen- 
tencing a defendant when the jury does not 
agree upon the punishment or does not de- 
clare the punishmentin the verdict, or when 
the judgmentof the jury is one nut author- 
ized by law orin cases of judgment by con- 
fession. 


MR. BASS HELD 
that these were the only cases in which the 
Court could fix the punishment or change the 
—— of a jury. and argued that the Court 
1ad no power to sentence a man to the Work 
house when the jury had named the jail as the 
lace tor his confinement. In the act of the 
ast Legislature nothing was stated about re- 
ealing former acts which confllot with it, aud 
herefore the Court could not change the place 
of punishment under it when the jury had 
named the place in the verdict. 

Judge Normile held thatthe act of the last 
Legisiature did alve him this power, as a later 
act repeals by implication ali former acts in 
conflict with it. He accordingly sentenced 
Herman to the Work-house inatead of the 
jail and to pay a fine of $100 and the costs of the 

rosecution, ail to be served out at the Work- 

ouse. 

Mr. Bass excepted to the action of the Court, 
and stated that he intended 1 the ques- 
tton. He did not know just how he would 
bring it up as yet, but thought he would prob- 
ably do so by a writ of habeas corpus. 

CIRCUIT: ATTORNEY CLOVER 
says that if Mr. Bass makes application for a 
writ immediately his answer to it will be that 
Herman is in the Work-house serving out his 
fine and the costs of the prosecution, and this 
will knock the writ out, aa it will show the de- 
fendant is not being lille ‘gally restrained of his 
liberty. Should Mr. Bass wait, however,until 
the fine and coste have been served out, or 
make a second application after they have 
been, then the Stute will have 
make a different return. Just 
will be, Mr. Clover was y 
prepared to state. He did nat think the point 
would stick, however, as, in his opinion, the 
act under which Judge Normile sentenced 
Herman to the Work-house does not conflict 
with the sections mentioned by Mr. Bass. As 
there had been no change in the time of pun- 
ishment, the court merely naming a different 
place of panishmens, the verdict of the jury 
was not changed, he says, Theoretically, when 
A man was sentenced to a prison he was sen- 
teneed to confinement and hard labor. In 
the jai) prisoners do not work, but those who 
were there under sentence evuld be made to 
work, so that theoretically there was no dif- 
ference between a fall and a Work-house 
sentence, though practically there- was. The 
Courts, bowever, were not going te inguire

CLOUDS OF DIRT FILL THE CITY STREETS. 


THIS MORNING. 
ee 


serious Physical Diseomfort Caused by the 
Suspension of Spriukling—Damage te 
Private Property-The City Fathers Try 
ta Devise Some Means ef Kelief, but Van 
—A Strong Public Sentiment in Favor of 
the Special Tax for Sprinkling. 


There never was a better argumentin favor 
ef general street-sprinkling than waa fur: 
nished this morning by the high wind that 
game down upon the city and sent dust aad 
dirt flying in every direction. lt whirled 
through the streets, switehing into doorways 
and around corners in the most unexpected 
fashion, carrying with it a great eloud 
of dust and dirs, with whieh it 
peppered the faces of the pedestrians, The 
at times seemed almost a solid mass of dir 
white, upleasant dirt—solid eneugh in mass te 
make an unpleasant Impression on the unpro- 
tected face, but tritursted until ite particles 
found their way through the smallest apér- 
ture. It filed up the pedestrian's eyes, 
stopped up his nose, mingled with 
the papers in his packet, crawled down 
his neck and irritated hig skin and 
in fast made itself as unpleasant as it is pos- 
sible for dust ta be. Hats went flying and the 
dirt and grime mixed itself in with the unpre: 
tected hair or scratched the bald head until it 
ached. Overcoats few open and new winter 
suits were treated to a dust bath that spoiled 
their beauty for the rest of time. Street-cars 
were lost iu the cloud and worthy cijtizens felt 
their way through the dust down the street, 
in some uncertainty as to the direction they 
were taking. 

WITHIN DOORS 
there was very little protection, The dust 
sifted through window casements and under 
doorg, and made itself as familiar with the 
satin upholstering within as it was with the 
granite and brick without. The careful house- 
wife who swept her house from top to bottom 
found on returning to her starting point 
that the carpet was almost * 
dirty there as when she starte 
Every article the hands were laid upon gave 
up rt enough toruin a reputation for clean- 
lineSs. In fact it was impossible ta keep 
clean anywhere. The people of 8. Louis are 
as dirty this atternoon pro oy as they ever 
will be collectivety again. othing could 
mare 6 dirt more general than dirt has become 
ay 

The necessity of doing something to allevi- 
ate the general suffering was early recognized, 
but the® came the important question: How 
was it to be done? A number of sprinkling 
carts came out by 9 o'clock, and they soon 
found work enough to keep them busy, but 
they were enough te eover the 

district. The understanding was 
street sprinkling would be stopped 
after the date mentioned 
the ordinance, November 18, 1.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., November 19.—A spe- 
cial dispatch to the Evening Bulletin 
from Wilkesbarre says: There is great 
excitement among the people of Hazleton 
this morning.

FLATTING IN AMERICA. 


HOW IT COMPARES WITH LIFE IN PARISIAN 
FLATS AND ELSEWHERE. 


The Conveniences, Privations, Anneyances 
and Social Drawbacks as Compared With 
English Housekeeping. 


To flat or notto flat? That was the question, 
says a writer in Cassell’s Magazine. Whether 
it were better to save a few steps by living on 
earth, of gain sunshine anda view by climb- 
ing toward heaven? Could we do without a 
garden? Would interiorly potted vines at our 
windows compensate us forthe vagrant grace, 
the gypsy light and shadow of earth-rooted 
ones? Would our friends willingly climb 
to see us, or would they con- 
sider us descending tho social scale 
by as many steps as ascended from the street 
door to ourown? Would even our own rela- 
tives—who couldn’t cut us, though they 
yearned so to do with unspeakable yearning— 
would they shoot out the lip at us, and roll up 
the eye, if weestablished our Lares and Pen- 
ates under the same roof with strange domes- 
tic gods? 

These were buta fraction of the questions 
we asked ourselves before the flat, as opposed 
to the cottage, carried the day. Perhaps qyen 
then the cottage might have had the 
majority of votee—for the cottage orne Is 
a prominent feature of our Boston suburban 
civilization—but for the years we had ‘‘flat- 


ted’’ in Paris. The memory of the unbroken 
quiet, the complete convenience, the perfect 
seciusion, as of one’s own independent vine 
and fiz-tree, enjoyed for so many years over 
the sea, finally decided us to ** a system en- 
tirely new to us in our native land, and, in- 
deed, of but few 2 acquaintance even to 
our country people, who have been takin 
their ease in their own tnns during all the 
years we were both easy and uneasy in for- 
eign ones. 

lats are only growing into favor in Amert- 
can cities, and their proportion to other modes 
of living is about the same as in England—that 
is vastly less than in Paris. Asa rule, Amer 
cans cling to the old habitof a bit of garden 
space, no matter how small; to the old man- 
ner of the washing done at home, and dried 
upon ‘‘the estate; to the old manner of a 
cellar all to one’s self, and a vood shed, 
where knockings and poundings and split- 
tings may not incense neighbors above or 
below. 

We, however, didn’t care to pound any” 
thing, our chief skill in that direction being 
upon nails, notofiron. We had bad no per- 
sonal interest in a clothes-line for years, and 
had forgotten what a cellar was like. We 
liked everything that could be done for us out- 
side done there, and without the co-operation 
of even our eyes and ears; and therefore, 
finally, between a pretty Iittie cottage and a 
flat, both of the same rent, we decided upon 
the latter, it having one more room than the 
former. 

We moved into our flat in high glee. 

„od luck to our flat, sung Charlie, as 
we unpacked casts and pictures that last saw 
the light in Woburn Square, moved by our 
usual principle of taking care ofthe beuutiful 
rst, in faith that the useful will always take 
care of itself. 

By degrees our glee abated, as giee, even 
when best founded, is suretodo. It abated, 
but did not leave us disconsolate, tor we 
knewin advance that there are bitters to 
— sweet, even to that of an American 

at! 

Let us look about us and count our con- 
veniences. We have six nice rooms, reason: 
abiy spacious, aroomy bath, and closets and 

antries in profusion. We are three flights 
rom the street, with two flats below, none 
above us, and but three families served by the 
wide stairway. On the roof—a flight of stairs 
above us—stands a glass house, or at least one 
so generously bewindowed as to seem so, one 
where, in inclement weather, the linen may be 
dried of any family who clings to the 
ancient prejudice that washing is bet- 
ter done at home < than elsewhere. 
Outside this Klass house is a gen- 
erous space, defended’ by a machicolate 
wall, like a Gothic castie, where, in fine 
weather, the family linen may disport itself in 
the sunshine. That American families, as a 
rule, even when adopting the new fiat system, 
still clinw to their ‘‘Monday’s wash. is 

roved by the countless roofs just above the 
evel of our ordinary vision, during the first 
few days ofevery week, when roof after roof 
seems tearing its thick white hair in a very 
delirium, or giving space to white ballets more 
active than graceiul 

Our drawing-room has two bow windows, 
looking far away_ over hundreds of roofs, in 
unbroken perspective to the distant hillg. It 
a pretty drawing-room, but, alas! how 
Philistine. The chimney-plece is cold, white 
marble; cold and white is the wood- work, the 
wall-paper white and gold, costing, our lund- 
lord impressively announces, $3 the roll. In 
tn the library is another world-embracinz 
bow-window: ip the dining-room another—all 
four facing different ways, being enabled to do 
so from the position of our flat at an end of the 
biock, and uffurding evidence of the universal 
American love of these showy architectural 
features. Water, of course, is laid on all over 
the building, and acbute behind the «kitchen 
range sends ali ashes und kitchen refuse flying 
into a bin three stories below, from whence 
the ash man removes them eve morning. 
Tue chute is probably intended only for kitch- 
en refuse; nevertheless, it refuses nothing of- 
fered to ité amiable maw, and swallows 
ancient raiment, broken statuary, decrepit 
chairs and tables, as smilingly as ashes and 
potato skins. Once the kitten went in, over-

he kitten came out again, baving by dint of 
claws and faisetto expostulations, convinced

As in Paris, our coal-bins are down-stairs— 
three ot them, one for each flat—upon the 
ground floor. In Paris, our concierge, for a 
consideration, brought the duy’s coals up to 
us every morning.

Those who have never tried it cannot 
Imagine the peculiar mental impressions, and 
emotional ones, too, caused by sight of one’s 
letters swirling dizzily up from a well, and 
drawn hand over hand from out of the infinite 
possibilities of weal or woe, of good fortune or 
bad, of disappointment and disaster, of com- 
edy and truwedy, that life holds. Far down 
we see a wide-bordered mourning letter, 
writhing and twisting up with the twisting 
cord; and a thousand black terrors gather 
about, as we think of first one and then 
another of our absent dear ones, whose 
going must leave us desolate.

5 SCHOOL BOARD RUTS, 


It will be a bad day for the public 
schools when the people begin to act upon 
the belief that there is neither room nor 
hope for improvement in them, and 
nothing to do but let them alone in the 
old ruts. 

The tendency of a School Board when 


let alone is to organize itself into enough 


committees to give every Director a chair- 
manship. Every member with a fad“ 
or hobby gets it placed in charge of a com- 
mittee, of which he is made chairman as 
a matter of course. In this way we get 
committees on tissue-paper cutting, com- 
mittees on drawing, committees on stick- 
laying, on modeling in clay, on every 
Had“ study or hobby exercise which 
school-book and school-supply rings wish 
to have crowded into the course of study. 

Each of these committees starts another 
big leak in the school fund, each magnifies 
the importance of its own specialty at the 
expense of everything else, and all the 
committees are thus eventually drawn 
into a big log-rolling combination against 
the school fund. The committee on teach- 
ers is always wanting more places to fill 
with pets and protoges. The committee 
on salaries is always complaining that 
too much money is wasted in other direc- 
tions and not enough paid in salaries. 
The committee on German and the com- 
mittee on music are like all the rest in 
contending that the one thing needed is 
the expenditure of more money on their 
particulr specialties. 

They make arrangemen‘s and combina- 
tions with one another, rather than com- 
binations against one another, and away 
goes the money. New men and new ideas 
frequently injected into the School Board 
are needed to break up these combina- 
tions, or to shake them out of their old 
ruts and force them to pay someattention 
to the interests of the school children.

It has been established by incontro- 
vertible evidence that E. A. Purpy in 
1849 and 1850 followed in Milwaukee the 
business of sinking driven wells in the 
precise manner described in GREEN’s let- 
ters patent of January, 1868; that the 
same device was applied by Col. GREEN 
at Cortland, N. Y., in 1861 to supply a 
camp of soldiers with water, and that 
this method of driving wells was left open 
to public use for years before the patent 
was applied for, which was first issued to 
NELSON W. GREEN in January, 1868. The 
United States Supreme Court has just de- 
cided that the device orinvention was not 
patentable,and that the patent issued near- 
ly twenty years ago was illegally issued 
andvoid. Yet during all those years the 
users of those wells have been forced to 
pay royalties of from $10 to #25 under that 
void patent, which had been given a color 
of legal validity by means of collusive 
suits which prevented the United States 
Courts from determining the validity of 
the patent. This history shows conclu- 
sively that an illegal and void patent may 
be worth as much as a legal and valid 
patent to the patentee, and may become 
in his hands a mere license or commission 
to rob the people under Government 
authority until the patent has expired. 
The patent expired in this case before the 
final decision against its validity was 
reached. The authority to confer patent- 
right monopolies should be guarded by 
some more summary process of protecting 
the public from the abuse of that author- 


ity. 

One of the worst dust storms that ever 
afflicted St. Louis has been raging for 
nearly twenty-four hours past and still 
shows no sign of abatement. It is bad 
enough even in the granite-paved part of 
the city, which would be kept. pretty 
cleanly swept by the wind but for the 
swirling dust clouds continually borne in 
from the macadam districts, In the lat- 
ter the dust is flying everywhere in dense 
clouds that make human life a burden. So 
many angry people were never before 
fretting atone time within the limits of 
this city. To say that nine people out of 
ten are furiously denouncing the author- 
ities for stopping the sprinkling, or for 
letting it stop, is to draw it mild.

The Distinguished Englishman Meets Twen- 
ty-Five Correspondents and Talks to All at 
the Same Time—Refreshments and Cigars 
Provided for the Scribes—An Interesting 
Chat About America, the Fisheries Dis- 
pute and Home Rule.

Joseph Chamberlain, sir Charles Tupper and 
Sir Lionel Saskville- West, the British Minister, 
constituting the British Fishery Commission, 
called at the Department of State at noon yes- 
terday, where the Minister introduced his 
fellow Oommissioners to Secretary 
Bayard. The conversaiton was not of 
a formal nature. To-day the British Commis- 
sioners will be presented to the President by 
Secretary Bayard. The indications are that 
early next week the representatives of the 
two Governments will come together at the 
Department of State and in an informal way 
arrange for the conduct of a new treaty. 
It is believed that by the end of 
next week these preliminaries will have 
been arranged and the formal work of the ne- 
gotiations begun. Mr. Chamberlain, by ap- 
pointment, yesterday afternoon met about 
twenty-five newspaper men at his rooms in 
the Arlington. He had evidently been study- 
ing the tastes of newspaper men, as several 
boxes of cigars, half a dozen bottles of apol- 
linaris and something stronger were set out 
temptingly on atable. Mr. Chamberlain en- 
tered the room with his eyeglass properly ad- 
justed, and emiling pleasantly, said: 1 
thought I had met about all the newspaper 
men, but there seem to be more here than 
New Tork. He then selected a mild 
cigar, seated himself in a comfortable 
chair, and said: What can I do for you, 
gents?’’ almost as naturally as an Ameri- 
can statesman brought up in the interviewing 
school. Questions were fired at him from all 
sides, some of them pertinent, but many of 
them having as little bearing on the fishery 
question asthe spotsonthe sun. Mr. Cham- 
berlain retained his self-possession and ease 
of manner throughout and carefully avoided 
committing himseif in any direction. 

STARTED. 

„What do I think of this country?’’ he said, 
repeating a question that was evidently made 
with a view of starting the conversation. ‘‘I 
notice that you Americans are constantly 
asking that question of strangers before 
they have had scarcely any opportunity 
to form an opinion. We're aslow-moving 
people in England, and like totake time before 
passing judgment on anything. I have seen 
very little of Washington. Imet Mr. Bayard 
and the American Commissioners. Your pub- 
lic buildings appear to be very fine. To- mor- 
row we are to meet the President, I belieae, 
and Monday we will begin our conference. 
The daily proceedings of the conference will 
not be made paren ut when we conclude our 
lebors the minutes of our meetings will pos- 
sibly be printed, with the recommendations of 
the Joint Commission if we can reach a satis- 
factory conclusion.’ 

Can you state how far you are empowered 
to 12 in makiny concessions?’’ 

Our instructions are confidential on that 
point. We understood, of course, that any 
agreement we may arrive at wil not have the 
force of a treaty unless it isratified by the 
American Senate. It isnot necessary to ob- 
tain the approval of Parliament to any treaty 
we may muke to make it binding on Great 
Britain, although if atreaty should be agreed 
onand Parliament by a majority vote should 
disapprove of it, it would possibly be dropped. 
That would involve a change of Ministry, as it 
would be regarded as a Governmental defeat, 
but lam quite sure the British Government 
will susta — any agreement we may enter into 
in their name. 

Will your work be confined entirely to set- 
tling the iy disputes?’’ 

WILL SETTLE ALL QUESTIONS. 

We will 2 to ndjust all questions in 
dispute between the United States and the 
Dominion of Canada.

We, on our side, are 
confident that an amicable settlement of the 
matter can be arrived at that will be satisfac- 
tory to all parties concemned.’’

my experience with them, are always found 

to be a little more blood- -thirsty thas the peo- 
ple, but, of course, if these questions in dis- 
pute should be allowed to remain open anda 
source of constant irritation no one could tell 
what might be the result. The national 
pride of the two countries might become 
aroused and national pride is a very 
dangerous thing to handle. But none of 
usin England bave any thought of a war 
Growing out of these controversies. If such 
was the case it could improve the importance 
of removing the cause of the irritation by 
peaceabie means.

Writing by Electricity. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

One of the most beautiful of modern 
inventions—it remains to be seen whether 
it is as useful as it is beautiful—the in- 
strument devised by Mr, John Robertson, 
for the transmission of writing by elec- 
tricity, may now be seen at work at the 
American exhibition. Outof the top of 
a box, which is about the size of an 
ordinary dispatch box, protrudes what 
has the appearance of a stylographie pen, 
This however, is not a pen, but the handle 


of the transmitter,“ and its lower end 


is fized to a light brass perpendicular bar. 
Any motion given by the hand—you 
hold it just like a pen—to the handle of 
the transmitter is communicated by this 
bar to two series of carbon dises contained 
within the box, and, after various adven- 
tures among magnates, etc., is carried 
again to the top of the box, where it is 
reproduced exactly by a small ink-hbold- 
ing pen, whose points rest on a white 
paper tape. A clockwork apparatus pulls 
this tape along at a gentle pace; and after 
a little practice you find that it is quite 
easy to move the handle of the transmit- 
ter so that De Dg shall write legibly on 
the N

TRADE KEVIEW. 


Business of the Week Past as Reported by 
Bradstreet’s Correspondents, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcu. 

NEW Tonk, November 18.-Special tele- 
grams to Bradstreet’sfrom leading business 
centers show that while there has been a mod- 
erate check to the volume of general trade, 
there has been an exceptional advance in 
prices of most staples in which there are spec- 
ulative dealings: Indlan corn, 4¢; wheat, 
ee; petroleum, Ihe; coffees, e. and lard, 
1-10c, cotton and tin proving the exceptions, 
with declines respectively of 1-160 and lte per 
pound. The gains in wheat and corn, which 
stimulated flour considerably, are due mainly 
to the 21, 009, 000 and 7,000, 000 bu. 
lighter visible sf®cks, respectively, at this 
time than a year ago. Wheat receipts at the 
West have declined and the Government re- 
duces its corn crop estimate. Canal shipm: nts 
end practically to-day, and rail grain car- 
riages have been advanced, Exports of wheat 


and flour forthe current week reported ez - 
clusively to Bradatreet’s, contrary to expecta- 
tions, are 2,475,000 bu., both coastse—more 
than double last week's total. Exports of 
wheat and flour, both coasts, twenty weeks, to 
November 17, agaregate 61,263,000 bu. This 
week's wheat reports are the heaviest since 
September(Pacific coast shipping 727,000 bu.), 
and corn exports 640,000 bu., against 
632,000 bushels last week, are ahead of late 
records. Speculation in wheat aggregates 
95,000,000 bu. for the week, the heaviest 
week’s total this year, with some reaction in 
price Friday. Lard and hogs have been af- 
fected by the strength of corn and, petroleum 
by the restriction of production and declining 
stocks. 
SUGAR AND COFFEE, 

Sugar is strong and diminishing supplies 
abroad and outlook for reduced aggregate 
yield. Coffee has been variable, but shows a 
gain of 4-100 in spite of weaker statistical ex- 
hibits from Rio, 

Coiton took full advantage of the short crop 
estimates last week, and has been steady after 
a slight reaction. Tin, after the extreme 
pressure to corner it abroad, naturally re- 
acted some. There has been no change in 
prices of pig iron or bar iron or steel rails, 
cotton or woolen goods, wool or tobacco. 

The iron market has a somewhat better tone 
in New York, Chicago, Cincinpati and St. 
Lonis, where notable sales have been made, 
and some scarcity is reported, Rail makers 
deny sales at a price below $82.50. and report 
expecting a better demand for 1888 than some 
others beligve probable. 

The Louisiana rice crop is turning out 
smaller than the most conservative estimate.

EX-GOV. PORTER’S SUOCESSOR. 


George L. Rives Appointed First Assistant 
Secretary of State. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPATCH. 

New YorKE, November 19.—A dispatch from 
Washington announces that Mr. George L. 
Rives of this city has been offered the place of 
First Assistant Secretary of State under Secre- 
tary Bayard, and has accepted. The vacancy 
occurred a few months ago by the resignation 
of ex-Gov, Porter of Tennessee, who sur- 
rendered the office dfter some disugreement 


with Mr. Bayard. Mr. R ves is one of the best 
nown of the younger section of the prom- 
nent lawyers of New York. He is of 
the firm of Rives & Montgomery; 
is a grandson of Wm. G. Rives, twice 
Senator from Virginia, Minister to France, and 
second to James K. Polx in the nomination 
for President of the United States in 1844, and 
isthe son of Francia Rives who, until his re- 
tirement some years ago, was also a well 
known lawyer of this city. Mr. George L. 
Rives was borp in New York in 1849. „en- 
tered Columbia College in the class of 1868, 
and distinguished himself -there, graduating 
second in his class. He then entered Trinity 
College, Cambridge, England, wbere he was 
raduated as fifth wrangler in the mathemat- 
cal tripos in 1872, being at the same time one 
of the oars in the Oxford—Cambridge boat race 
of that year. He also received, in 1873, the 
University prizo for an essay on Shakepeare. 
On his returp to New York he entered Columbia 
College Law School and grneduated in 1873, 
taking a second prize. Since that time Mr. 
Rives has pursued his 238 actively and 
success(ully in New York. He was prom- 
Inently named for nomination for Congress in 
the Ninth District last year, but has never 
held office before except that he is now one 
of the Rapid Transit Commissioners by ap- 
pointment of Mayor Hewitt. The Post-D1s- 
PATCH reporter called on Mr. Rives at his resi- 
dence, No. 15 Bast 9 street, last 
evening, but did not find him at home. ur. 
Rives was, however, — gar nyt A found at 
the house of a relative, e said that the 
osition of First Assistant Secretary In the 
tate Department had been offered to him by 
precetary Unyurd, and that the place bad not 
been solicited by Kim in any manner. He 
could not, of course, discuss any of the im- 
portant questions which are to be decided by 
the State Department since he would be an 
executive officer whose whole duty it would 
be to carry outtne policy of the department 
as dictated to bim by his chief.

WHY THE PET OF THE DUDES WANTS 
DIVORCE. | 


She Claims That Her Husband Has Neg- 
lected and Abandoned Her—A Counter 
Suit Threatened—Revival of the Ravel

NRW YORK, November 19.—Pauline Hall, the 
Casino actress whose shapely beauty has sent 
balf the dudesin New York a-sighing, is now 
before the courts and the public in the role of 
an injured, neglected wife, having brought 
suit against her husband for separation on the 
ground of abandonment.

The result is that now have all 
the Ravel puntomimes, tricks, scenes 
and manuscripts, and what is better than 
everything, the sole right to usethe name of 
Ravel in the United States. The first of the 
pantomiines that I shall produce is ‘‘Mazulm, 
the Niaht Owl.“ The first performance will 
take place in Philadelphia at the Academy of 
Music on December 26, the engagement lasting 
two weeks.

TRENTON’S TRAGEDY. 


The Mysterious Murder of an Unknown 
Woman—An Arrest. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

TRENTON, N. J., November 19.—A woman 
about 40 years old, whose face is so disfiz- 
ured that she cannot be identified, was found 
dead late yesterday afternoon in the cellar of 
a rambling two-story frame tenement at No. 
50 Tacker street. That she was foully mur- 
dered seems apparent. The authorities are, 
however, perplexed as to the exact manner of 


her death and have no-clewto the perpe- 
trators of the crime. The body had been lying 
in the cellar perhaps for twoor three days.

Her clothing, a plain 
dark dress and a rough plaid coat,) were rolied 
over her face as if to hide the disfizured feat- 
ures beneath them. Dr. Lalor believed that 
rats gnawed the woman's face after death. 
The eyes alone remained intact. There were 
no apparent bruises on the body. In the soft 
eurth could be plainly discerned the foot- 
prints of a man. On eltber side there were 
marks of feet, as if the murderer had lifted 
the body into its present position. There was 
every evidence of a terrible death struggle. 
Bloody marks showed where the woman had 
fought against her assailant. The first marks 
appear at the front entrance to the house, im- 
mediutely inside the door and at the foot of 
the stairs leading to the second story. To 
doors lead into rooms on the other side of the 
stairway. The woman appears to have been 
thrown tothe floor, there her head smashed 
in and cut, and then drazwed along in asemi- 
circular course to the cellar stairway of the 
back of this apartment. 

A BLOODY TRAIL SHOWS THE WAY. 
Arrived near the stairway, a big round spot in 
the floor heavily saturated with biood, and on 
the white side-walls, just at the entrance, 
bloody finger marks are clearly vistbie, indi- 
cating that she attempted to wrasp at any- 
thing that might aid ber in resisting the force 
that impelled her into the cellar. In aH prob- 
ability she was finally hurled headlong into 
the dark pen below. There was every evi- 
dence ofaterrible death struggle. Another 
indication of the violent struggle, was the nd 
of one of the woman’s coat sleeves on the first 
floor in the same room where the bloody 
marks appear. it had been torn off the coat 
near the shoulder and was discov- 
ered under the mantel. Exactly how 
death was caused is still a mystery. 
Dr. Lalor will not hold a post-mortem exami- 
nation until to-day. Inacasual examination 
of the remains, however, a white scarf was 
found twisted about the woman’s neck. It 
was tied in a slip-knot, and Dr. Lalor thought 
it not unlikely. that the woman might huve 
been strangled when she becume too weak to 
resist-her assailant. She was first probably 
assuulted. The Philadelphia & Reading 
Depots, which always harbor tramps, are 
nearby. Persons who live in the neighbor- 
hood heard noises at the house Tuesday 
night, but paid no attention to them,
